180,000 or nearly 55 per cent of | 
the St. Louis registration of 
328,196. In the 1957 mayoral | 
campaign the vote was 133,161. 
of a registration of 351,765, or 
37.8 per cent.

Lindenbusch, an automobile 
dealer and political unknown be- 
fore he entered the current race, 
has waged an extremely active 
campaign with some help by na- 
tional G.O.P. workers. 

The Republican organization 
here, ridden by internal strife 
for yeafs, was spurred to activ- 
ity by results of the March 7 
primary, in which Tucker nar- 
rowly escaped defeat for the 
Democratic nomination by Mark 
R. Holloran, Democratic nation- 
al committeeman.

United States is planning to send 
another 1500-man battle group to 
fill out stand-by manpower re- 
quirements for possible ‘action in 
the Far East. 


There is no indication of a 
major Army build-up. Army of- 
ficials say they do not have 
enough men to carry out major 
reinforcements. 


The battle group presumably 
will be assigned to the Twentv- 
fifth Infantry Division now ssta- 
tioned at Hawaii. This division 
has been below its regular 
strength. One of its five battle 
groups in Okinawa. 

The Twenty-fifth Division’s 
Okinawa-based combat unit is 
the Second Airborne Battle 
Group of the 503rd Regiment, a 
reinforced outfit with 1920 men 
instead of the usual 1500.

Ross Clinchy, a Civil Service 
Commission official assigned to 
minority group matters, de- 
parted yesterday on a six-week 
tour of 24 predominantly Negro 
colleges. Later, he will visit 70 
additional colleges with heavy 
Negro enrollments. There, ac- 
cording to the commission's an- 
nouncement, he will try ‘‘to 
encourage more well-qualified 
Negroes to apply for federal 
employment through the merit 
system.”’ 

Clinchy’s mission is the 
of Commission Chairman John 
W. Macy Jr., and is strongly 
backed by Vice President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, chairman of the 
President's Committee on Equal 
Employment Opportunity.

The endeavor is the first con- 


crete move by the new commit- 
tee to implement what Johnson 
has described as ‘‘the basic 
policy of this Administration’ 
that federal jobs shall not be 
denied on the basis of race, 
creed, color or national origin. 
Over the weekend Johnson 
asked that all government de- 
partment heads report promptly 
on their plans and recommenda- 
tions for ending .discrimination 
in federal jobs and contracts. 


Some departments already 
have issued new anti-discrimina- 
tion orders. As one forerunner 
to Clinchy’s trip, the Department 
of Labor sent its personnel di- 
rector on a three-week recruiting 
trip to Negro colleges earlier 
this vear. 

Administration officials ran 
into an early roadblock in trying 
to carry out Mr. Kennedy’s re- 
quest for a census of the per- 
centage of Negroes in govern- 
ment jobs. 

The roadblock ironically was a 
product of past anti-discrimina- 
tion action—a bar against men- 
tion of race on application or 
records of Government employes. 
The computation will have to 
await agency-by-agency counts 
in conjunction with surveys of 
current procedures on hiring. 

Officials of the Equal Employ- 
ment Committee said Clinchy’s 
trip was motivated by Johnson's 
and Macy’s desire to convince 
college-age Negroes they could 
have good government jobs if 
they would qualify themselves 
through training.

The United States has for the past 
several months under the leader- 
ship of President Kennedy been 
battling its way out of one of the 
worst economic crises our country 
has faced for many a year. 


In contrast to the feverish activ- 
ity of our national leaders in Wash- 
ington to do something about the 
plight of the poor man, the actions 
of our Missouri law makers ap- 
pears to have all the vigor of rigor 
mortis. It might be well to take a 
look at what our Missourians have 
done in Jefferson City up to date 
at a time when we in Missouri, 
with thousands of unemployed peo- 
ple, are in need of a positive pro- 
gram requiring vigorous leader- 
ship: 

1. Our Missouri law makers 
started out the year in office by 
voting themselves a big fat wage 
increase. 


2. They next passed a law to with- 
hold additional taxes from the pay 
envelope of every worker in Mis- 
souri. 

3. The appropriation request for 
monies to be used to aid the unfor- 
tunate mentally ill was cut not only 
to the bone but through the bone. 


4. Missouri is very near the bot- 
tom of the list of the 50 states in 
the amount of money paid in unem- 
ployment insurance benefits by the 
week. We do have a few progres- 
sive Representatives and Senators 
in Jefferson City who are trying 
hard to bring about the type of 
legislation needed. The efforts of 
these progressive individuals are 
defeated by an ultra-conservative 
group. And indications are that 
most of our law makers in Mis- 
souri oppose bringing Missouri ben- 
efits up to a level with other states 
considered not nearly as progres- 
sive. This should be a source of 
shame to all of us and is certainly 
an injustice to all Missouri workers. 


Other items which have either 
been passed or are presently being 
considered by Missouri law makers 
are such things as: establishing 
pensions for judges, raising sal- 
aries for legislative clerks, raising 
salary of Unemployment Compen- 
sation Director, liberalizing pen- 
sions for Missouri legislators, in- 
creasing taxes on beer and liquor, 
on cigarettes and on gasoline. 


While this country is held in the 
grip of economic chaos, our state 
law makers go merrily on their 
way either in complete ignorance 
or at least with complete disregard 
for the welfare of Missouri resi- 
dents.

The Choices 

Tuesday’s election in St. Louis affords the 
people several chances to speak out effective- 
ly in behalf of good. government, and not 
merely in City Hall. Control of the School 
Board also is at stake. We hope the voters 
will exercise as much care and intelligence 
in choosing School Board members as they 
do in deciding the Tucker-Lindenbusch con- 
test for Mayor, where most of the attention 
of the campaign has been concentrated. 

The decision .as to which man should be 
Mayor ought to be relatively simple, we think. 
Raymond R. Tucker’s two terms in City Hall 
add up to one of the best records put together 
by any occupant of the Mayor’s office since 
William Carr Lane early ir? the nineteenth 
century. In our judgment Mr. Tucker's per- 
formance clearly entitles him to re-election. 

Mayor Tucker has sparked an exciting civic 
renaissance largely because the voters re- 
spect, and have responded to, his habit of 
making up his own mind on public matters. 
He is the tool of no political machine. As a 
consequence the people have voted record 
sums for public improvements, which have 
acted as catalysts generating such projects 
as the Plaza, the Mill Creek redevelopment, 
the Riverfront and the Stadium, as well as 
smaller but important projects in the neigh- 
borhoods. 

Ben Lindenbusch not only lacks a record 
of public service to match the Mayor’s; he 
has no experience in public affairs at all. 
His case would have had to rest on qualities 
of character and insight so attractive as to 
offset his considerable deficiencies in experi- 
ence. Judging by the campaign he ran, he 
clearly possesses no such qualities. 

The Lindenbusch campaign, in fact, has 
been in the hands of outsiders from Michigan 
and Washington who neither care nor know 
much about St. Louis. Their primary concern 
is an upset victory that would help persuade 
the Republican money bags to open up for 
the 1962 congressional campaign. That ex- 
plains the misrepresentation or ignorance of 
St. Louis affairs that has been embodied in 
so many of Mr. Lindenbusch’s speeches.

The choice for the School Board in our 
view is as clear-cut as the choice for 
Mayor.

In aldermanic races in which candidates 
are equally good or bad, we would recom- 
mend that voters lean to the Republican 
nominees. Democrats control the Board of 
Aldermen 25 to 4, which as a practical matter 
means that St. Louis is a one-party city. 
Every reasonable effort to promote effective 
political competition is in the public interest. 


But the difficulty is that the Republicans 
have failed to put up top-flight candidates.

In the city-wide race for Comptroller we 
favor John H. Poelker’s re-election. He is a 
Tucker Democrat, which is to say his votes 
in the Board of Estimate have been based 
on the merits of issues, not on needs of the 
ward organizations. He is backed by the 
Mayor and has been devoted to the objectives 
of the Tucker Administration. 


One of those objectives has been to bring 
equity to the merchants and manufacturers 
license tax. An amendment closing a City 
Charter loophole that permits many service- 
type businesses to escape the full effect of 
the levy will be on the ballot. In itself the 
proposal will not increase business taxes by 
one penny. But it would permit the Alder- 
men to act to correct the obvious unfairness 
of the tax as presently levied. It deserves to 
pass, and we recommend its adoption. 

To those who may be inclined to stay away 
from the polls, we recommend reflection on 
the fact that President Kennedy won the

Formula for The Congo? 


Carefully as Adlai Stevenson qualified his 
remark that he saw “no other solution” for 
The Congo except a federation toward which 
Congolese leaders are “groping,” he probably 
will draw new fire from Communist repre- 
sentatives in the U.N. It will be no surprise 
if they accuse the United States and other 
Western governments of trying to foist a 
“puppet regime” on the former Belgian col- 
ony. Yet in view of Russia’s partiality for 
Antoine Gizenga’s Stanleyville regime, it is 
obvious enough that such slurs will be any- 
thing but disinterested. 


Mr. Stevenson pointed out that the United 
States and the Soviet Union, too, are federa- 
tions, and that such a governmental organ- 
ization is the most likely to hold together any 
large and diversified country. But he also 
stipulated that it could be effective only after 
the Congolese leaders disbanded their private 
armies and foreign military intervention was 
halted. 

In any case the Congolese factions— 
probably with the exception of Gizenga’s— 
will meet at Kamina, in Katanga, Wednesday 
to advance the rough agreement reached at 
Tananarive. Their chief purpose will be to 
decide which states should form the federa- 
tion. About 20 groups have announced their 
intention to form such independent states, yet 
it is believed that no more than a dozen will 
be recognized. 


Meanwhile President Kasavubu and Pre- 
mier Ileo apparently have had some second 
thoughts about Tananarive. They now seem 
to want a grouping less loose than that 
favored by Moise Tshombe, the president of 
Katanga. This is natural enough. No central 
government would be happy to give up most 
of the resources and revenues of its richest 
province. 


What needs to be emphasized is that 
neither the United States nor the United 
Nations is determined to force any particular 
governmental scheme on The Congo. They 
only want a legal and viable government, sup- 
ported by the Congolese themselves. This is 
required by the international mission of re- 
storing order, eliminating outside power riv- 
alries, and assuring peace lest a divided Congo 
continue to be a threat to the peace of Africa 
and of the world. 


Uncle Sam’s Throbbing Head 


It may be just as well that the Federal 
Trade Commission reported only after the 
election that in the last 10 years the use of 
aspirin has grown four times faster than the 
population. There is no saying what dastard- 
ly politicians might have deduced from the 
increasing severity of the national headache, 
and the FTC could not have rebuked them 
as it has some of the purveyors of the ben- 
zene derivative. 

However it may affect TV entertainment, 
the FTC wants the aspirin people to stop 
those races between the As and the Bs and 
similar claims, dramatized or undramatized, 
about the speed with which their specially 
trade-marked product works. The Govern- 
ment contends that one aspirin is as fast— 
or as slow—as another. In any case, nearly 
all the distributors buy their aspirin in crys- 
tal form from two manufacturers, Dow and 
Monsanto. 

The bulk price has been fairly stable— 
60 cents a pound in 1938, 49 cents in 1950, 
and currently about 55 cents. But at retail 
one brand of aspirin costs five times as much 


, extortion, bribery, 


as another. The bulk business runs to about 
$10,000,000 a year while retail sales run to 
more than $282,000,000 a year. 


The reason? The sellers of one brand 
spent $12,400,000 for TV time last year. The 
TV billings of four popular brands ran to a 
combined total of $30,000,000. For that kind 
of money, it seems there ought to be even 
more and better animated commercials than 
the now rebuked A-B race. Or might they 
have something to do with the headache? 


Fashion Note 


A Tokyo barber is featuring haircuts like 
that of President Kennedy, while a young 
woman modeling clothes in Moscow’s biggest 
department store appears from her photo- 
graph in the current USSR to be a ringer for 
Mrs. Kennedy, hairdo and all. Americans who 
deal in fashions have been in a state of high 
excitement ever since the November election. 
If this fever spreads around the world, who 
knows what good may come of it. 


No Cure for Wire-Taps 

With the argument that two wrongs make 
a right, law enforcement officers have nulli- 
fied federal and state laws against wire-tap- 
ping. They hold that since criminals make 
illegal use of telephones and electronic de- 
vices, the police must do the same. Yet under 
federal law it is illegal to intercept a tele- 
phone message and to disclose it. States have 
enacted similar prohibitions, The Department 
of Justice, however, never has prosecuted an 
officer for wire-tapping. On the contrary, it 
has sanctioned wire-taps by its own agents. 


The Supreme Court has held state wire-taps 
to be illegal, yet it has allowed transcriptions 
to be introduced as evidence in state, though 
not in federal courts. The Court never has 
ruled on the Government’s contention that 
the law is not broken if tapes are made, but 
information.so obtained is not divulged. This, 
of course, is specious since there is no point 
in getting the information if no use is to be 
made of it, directly or indirectly. States like 
New York have gone farther, having legalized 
police taps with only ineffective safeguards 
against abuse. Because of this ambivalent at- 
titude, wire-tapping has spread like a lush 
vine. 

Further, the bill now offered by Senator 
Dodd of Connecticut does not promise to 
check the evil. It would authorize the Attor- 
ney General to tap wires when there is suspi- 
cion of treason, espionage, sabotage, sedition 
or kidnaping. And it would allow federal 
courts to authorize taps in cases of murder, 
gambling, racketeering 
and ‘violation of narcotics laws. State officers 

would be allowed to tap wires in accord with 
State laws, but only in the investigation of 
kidnaping, extortion, bribery, gambling and 
narcotics cases. Court orders would be re- 
quired and copies would have to be filed for 
annual reporting to Congress. 


At best, this bill would regularize what now 
is illegal, although condoned. At worst, it 
would encourage more wire-tapping. Many 
prosecuting attorneys—with the notable ex- 
ception of Thomas Eagleton while he was St. 
Louis circuit attorney—favor such legalization 
of wire-taps. Yet because blackmailers, com- 
mercial spies and a wide assortment of scof- 
flaws already have all too few inhibitions 
about electronic snooping, law enforcement 
officials ought to take the lead in improving 
safeguards against wire-tapping.

Winning a Skirmish for Urban Renewal 


Specific Example of How Neighborhood Group Fights House by House Against Blight

The South East Chicago Commission 
is rehabilitating an area which begins 
at Thirty-ninth street and extends to 
Sixty-seventh street, bounded on the 
west by Cottage Grove avenue and the 
east by Lake Michigan. The S.E.C.C. 
is a composite of all the communities 
within this area—Oakland, Kenwood, 
Hyde Park and Woodlawn. The 
S.E.C.C. was created in May 1952, 
through the co-ordinated requests of 
organizations in these communities and 
and it continues to 
serve all the groups 
and all the citizens 
who live and work 
in the area. 

The S.E.C.C. was 
formed to fight 
physical blight with 
its resulting  in- 
crease in crime and deterioration with 
the end objective of restoring the de- 
sirability of these neighborhoods. Some 
2000 persons gathered to form the 
S.E.C.C. It was charged to develop 
a program, follow through and to be a 
continuing operation. 


The Mirror

Here is a specific example of its 
fight to form a better community: 

A Hyde Park resident called the 
S.E.C.C, recently to complain that 
there was no heat, no light and, in 
general, terrible conditions in rat- 
infested buildings at 4753-57 Lake Park 
avenue. Could the S.E.C.C. help? It 
could and did. 

Here’s what happened: The S.E.C.C. 
found there were 278 building code vio- 
lations. An S.E.C.C. building inspector 
arrived at the scene and summoned a 
city inspector. Both-verified existing

not own the buildings—was asked to 
take emergency action, The C-C.B..

Sisterhood Week? From Student Life, Washington University 


“To us, fraternity life is not the en- 
joyment of special privileges but an 
opportunity to prepare for wide and 
wise human service’’—The Panhellenic 
Creed. 


Interesting words to mull over when 
one considers the Washington Univer- 
sity sorority rush system. What is it, 
if not the exercise of ‘special privi- 
leges” to discriminate against rushees 
on the basis of religion? ‘The right 
of freedom of choice,”’ so vehemently 
defended by some sorority members, 
is nothing more than ‘‘a right to be 
prejudiced.” 


Discrimination on religious grounds 
is, according to Catherine Draper, act- 
ing dean of women, “one of the prac- 
tices most deplored by the non-frater- 
nity viewer.”’ 

Of the 184 undergraduate women 
pledging last fall, 135 in eight houses 
were among the 164 Gentile girls be- 


ginning rush, whereas only 49 of the 
146 Jewish girls rushing pledged either 
one or the other of the two Jewish 
houses. 

A Jewish rushee found herself at- 
tracted to one of the Gentile houses. 
To her dismay, she received no party 
invitations from this or any other Gen- 
tile group, and consequently she 
dropped out of rush entirely. In simi- 
lar manner, no Gentile girl is given 
even the opportunity to get to know 
members of a Jewish sorority. And 
so far as race is concerned, no colored 


. girl has ever signed up for rush at 


W.U.; and, indeed, if one did, there 
would be no place for her.

THE COMPACT HISTORY OF THE 
CIVIL WAR, by R. Ernest Dupuy 
and Trevor N. Dupuy. (Hawthorne, 445 
pas., $6.75.) 


THE WAR IN THE WEST, 1861-1865, 
by Oscar Lewis. (Doubleday, 263 pgs., 
$3.95.) 


Readers whose imaginations have 
been kindled by current Civil War cen- 
tennial festivities but who shrink from 
traversing that titanic conflict via pon- 
derous tomes wouid 
do well to investi- 
gate these two en- 
tertaining books.

gon. authors of 


“Compact History” 
apparently have 
designed their 
work for Civil War 
enthusiasts less 
concerned with de- 
tails and statistics 
than the entire 
tableau. With perceptive military in- 
sight (both are retired army men) the 
authors examine all major battles and 
political incidents, emphasizing their 


importance and implications to the 
war. 


By moderating exhaustive minutiae 
(so cherished in scholarly accounts) 
the narrative moves rapidly and clear- 
ly to its familiar end, pausing periodi- 
cally with penetrating portraits which 
strip away much myth and nonsense 
about leaders of both sides. 


“It is perhaps unfortunate,”’ the au- 
thors write of Confederate President 
Jefferson Davis, ‘‘that he 
extensive military experience and 
knowledge. . . . In such case, of course, 
the excellent early administration of 
the Confederacy would have suffered 
but a more efficient military apparatus 
probably would have evolved even- 
tually.” 


Oscar Lewis, an accomplished his- 
torian of the American West, offers 
a concise study of the West’s role in 
the war, a role sadly neglected by 
many Eastern historians. Although a 
relatively minor operation, the strategy 
of Confederate military leaders — to 
invade and occupy New Mexico and 
adjacent territory and use that as a 
base from which to secure access to 
California and West Coast harbors — 
has led to endless hours of speculation. 

Included in this fine book are vivid 
accounts of the “California Hundred” 


_Tecruits, which acquitted themselves

Mr. Riegger underwent brain 
surgery Friday after he had 
been injured in a freak accident 
last Thursday, He tripped over 
a leash when two dogs being 
walked near him lunged at each 
other. and he suffered a head 
injury 

He won many awards for his 
works, which ranged from music 
for dancers to chamber music, 
symphonies and concerts. Earli- 
er this season the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra plaved 
his latest work, “Variations for 
Piano and Orchestra.” 

In. tribute to his seventy-fifth 
birthday last April 29, he was 
engaged by the Kansas City 
(Mo.) Philharmonic Orchestra to 
conduct his own works

the late Arnold Schoenberg. 

In discussing his being drawn 
to music Written in the atonal 
idom, Mr. Riegger once said:

loot and participates in pro- 
motion. This is already re- 


. quired, though mostly in the 


breach, by the state commis- 
sions, 

An alert federal commis- 
sioner, Old Coonskin says, could 
detect secret deals and under- 
cover pay-offs. He does not 
explain why this could not be 
accomplished by alert state 
commissions, if any such ex- 
isted. 

However, he adds, a federal 
czar would have only ‘“‘simul- 
taneous jurisdiction” over in- 
terstate matches, which would 
not supersede the authority of 
state and city commissions. 

In short, he wishes to hire 
at $20,000 a year plus adminis- 
trative expenses a_ federal 
shoo-fly without authority ex- 
cept to duplicate on a national 
scale the timid, ineffectual, 
slack-jawed bungling now evi- 
denced on the local level.

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Some e Thoughts on 
‘The Changing City 


NEW YORK, April 3. 

AAAH, THE CITY! The City! You will probably live in one 
eventually if you don’t already and you had better pay some 
attention. Just the other day, Lewis Mumford, one of the 
— * scholars of cities, declared that cities of the United 
States were being made 
uninhabitable by the mo- 
torcar. Forty years ago 
the motorcar was the 
savior of humanity. Today 
it’s our mortal enemy. At- 
titudes change. 

What, for instance, is 
poverty? Just the other 
day I went to see an 
utterly fascinating exhibi- 
tion of photographs called 
“The Family, the Neigh- 
borhood, and the City” at 
New York University. 
There are 300 photographs 
there, all of New York, but 
what makes this exhibit so 
interesting is that these 
photographs range from 
those superb sociological 
documents taken by Jacob 
Riis in 1885 to photographs 
taken this year by Richard 


JOHN CROSBY 
Saunders. 


You will be chilled to note that neither the photog- 
raphy nor the living conditiong seems to have im- 
proved much. There’s a superb picture of an Italian 
mother and baby taken on the Lower East Side 
by Jacob Riis in 1886 and a fine photograph of a 
Puerto Rican mother and child taken this year. The 
Puerto Rican mother seems much sadder and more 
hopeless. 


The exhibit is sponsored by the United Neighborhood 
Houses in celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
settlement movement in America and the pictures, of course, 
show what great good settlements do. However, the faces 
don’t always square exactly with the sub-titles and I think 
maybe we should open our minds a little bit about what is 
@ good thing and what is a bad thing. 

For instance, there is one group of photos under the head- 
ing: “Ruins, Rubble, and Asphalt” and it shows kids throw- 
ing rocks at each other on a pile of rubble of a new excava- 
tion. It shows kids on fire escapes, kids playing on roofs. 
These are, of course, all bad things. Next to them are kids 
getting accordion lessons and ballet lessons at the settlement 
house. These are, of course, good things. 

But I don’t know that the kids would agree. One of the 
joys of childhood is throwing .rocks in a vacant lot. Since the 
vacant lot has just about disappeared in American life, the 
excavation is all that’s left. The kids playing in alleys seemed 
pretty happy, I hate to say, and the ones taking ballet lessons 
didn’t look exactly overjoyed. I loved to play on roofs when 
I was a kid. (Since the dawn of time mothers have tried to 
keep kids off roofs. They'll never succeed.) 

Even when I was a kid, hanging around the candy store 
was a bad thing but these photographs make it seem idyllic, 
possibly because the corner candy store is rapidly disappear- 
ing. Banks seem to be taking over all the corner sites and no 
kid would dream of hanging around there. 


Jacob Riis’s and Percy Byron’s marvelous photo- 
graphs of the markets on the Lower East Side were in- 
tended as secial protests to show how awful it all was. 
But again the faces belie the social message. Hester 
street in those days teemed with people and with 
pushcarts and you can all but hear the noise in one 
huge blowup of a Byron photograph. A peddler has his 
hands deep in a pail of oysters, A small boy carries a 
bag across the street. Mothers bargain with the push- 
cart merchants. I’ve always thought humanity looked 
better on streets than cars do. Today Americans pay 
Pan-American good money to go to Cairo to see a 
scene like that but in Riis’s time the idea was to get 
everyone off the streets. 


One of Riis’s pictures—intended to show the awfulness of 
it all—is a photograph of some of those square washstands 
with a round marble bowl and brass water faucets. I just 
saw one of those the other day in the home of one of the 
richest women in New York. Paid a pretty penny for it, 
she did, from an antique shop. You’d never guess that it was 
once the symbol of poverty.

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Trouble on the Beach ‘Where the Boys Are’ 


Cause and Effect of Rioting at Fort Lauderdale as College 


The spring vacation journey of 
thousands of college students to 
the resort town of Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla., has gained national 
attention through the book and 
the recent movie titled “Where 
the Boys Are.” This year riots 
erupted and police clamped rigid 
controls at night on the beach 
areas. A UPI correspondent visit- 
ed the scene and talked to 
students and officials, Here is his 
report.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fila. 

April 3 (UPI). 

THE SIGN at the outskirts of 
town reads: ‘“‘Welcome to Fort 
Lauderdale.” And underneath, in 
small letters that almost seem 

an afterthought, it says: “Have 
Fun,” 

As last weekend approached, 
the small word ‘“‘fun’ worked 
itself from a tickle of pleasure 
to a throb of migraine head- 
aches for this lovely, palm- 
fronded town where each-Easter 
season thousands of college stu- 
dents gather for a brief vacation 
from their books and an inter- 
lude of fun in the sun by day 
and under the stars by night. 

Some wag stuck a sign up at 
the city jail entrance saying: 
“Where the Boys Are.’’ At the 
time it was entirely correct. 
About 400 students were arrested 
during the week but finally all 
but seven of them were released 
by a judge who said that Fort 
Lauderdale’s citizens were 
equally to blame for the rowdi- 
ness which marked this year’s 
holiday. 

“IT, as a citizen, am as much 
to blame as you for a portion of 
the situation,”” Judge Raymond 
Doumar told the students. ‘“‘We 
knew you were coming, but I, 
like the rest, did not do anything 
to prepare for it. You are all 
welcome back.” 

Doumar released 77 students 
who were still being held on 
charges of spearheading the un- 
ruliness. Others had been re- 
leased or fined earlier. He did 
not release Theodore Dalluge, a 
22-year-old senior at Mankato 
State College in Minnesota, who 
is serving 70 days on charges of 
inciting a riot and resisting ar- 
rest. 

To the other students, who 
cheered his remarks, the judge 
said, ‘It’s not the desire of any- 
one to see you lose your gradua- 
tion rights, but you must admit 
that the behavior of some stu- 
dents left much to be desired. 

The judge apparently belongs 
to that group of Fort Lauderdale 
citizens who are happy the stu- 
dents chose Fort Lauderdale, a 
beautiful resort town handsome- 
ly equipped with palms and 
beaches, for their vacation. How- 
ever, there is another segment 
that wishes the kids had gone 
somewhere else. 


The business community is 
split. The big beach hotel 
owners are hornet-mad and 
some are thinking of suing the 
city. Their business, they say, 
has been moving north because 
of the word that has been 
spread about the mad March 
antics of the college crowd. 
April rates have been cut. Cus- 
tomers who like to sleep at 
night have had troubles. 


The smaller motels and the 
rooming houses are happier. So 
are restaurants, bars, and retail- 
ers. If you figure 50,000 col- 
legians have visited the city over 
a period of four or five weeks, 
staying four or five days each, 
it runs into money—even if many 
of them exist on hot dogs and 
beer. 

One source estimates they 
leave $1,000,000 here every year. 
Others say it must be more than 
that. The average room rent is 
$5 a night. Some places put the 


How to Fix 


We suggest if you have a non- 
working floor drain that you take 
a few minutes to see if it can’t 
be made to work and if it can’t, 
plug the fool thing up and for- 
get it. 

Floor drain covers are usually 
fastened to the drain with bolts 
and before you can get at the 
bolts it may be necessary to chip 
away some of the concrete. Once 
this has been done, you can re- 
move the bolts and lift the top 
off the drain.

kids four and five in a room. 
One business man here said he 
didn’t think the average student 
could get by without spending 
$10 a day, at a minimum. 


Actually, not all of them spend 
that much. For example, there’s 
the boy from Iona College in 
New Rochelle, N.Y., who figures 
he’s staying here for $4 a day’ 
total. He came down on a bus, 
a long trip, but it enabled him 
to see the South, observe the lo- 
cal customs. What does he eat? 
“Hot dogs only.”” What does he 
think of local police who made 
scores of arrests during «the 
riots? ‘“‘They’re very nice. Boy, 
if they’d been New Lork cops.” 

The Easter weekend, of 
course, was the high point of 
this annual pilgrimage of car- 
borne college students, bent on 
a romantic interlude at the 
beach ‘“‘where the boys are.”
